The Seaſons of the Year here at Timor, 

are much the ſame as in other places in 

South Latitude. The fair Weather begins 

in April or May, and continues to October, 

then the Tornadoes begin to come, but 

no violent bad Weather till the middle of 

December. Then there are violent Weſt 

or North-Weſt Winds, with Rain, till 
towards the middle of February. In May 
the Southerly Winds ſet in, and blow 
very ſtrong on the North-fide of the I- 
fland, but fair.
